Emphasized the Need of Caution Pte. Walter Patrick Back in Can 



in the Choosing of One's

Had McGill played in the In- 
I tei collegiate Union this year, "Ilosie" 
would certainly have gained a place on 
the team, as bis work yesterday 
stamped Mm as being one o( the, best 
players now attending McGill. Tie 
scored two touchdowns during tbe 
match, while be also made a ninnber 
of spectacular runs down tbe field. On 
Uirce occasions he went through for 
thirty >-ards or more, only to be called 
back by Referee Paisley liecausc one 
of hi.s teammates was offside. 

AiiotJier player who showed Rood 
j form was Ucrbie Woolalt, who also 
I scored two touclidowus. llerhie dii - 

■ coted the Science team'.s play and 

■ worked as hard as he ever did in an 
I intercollegiate contest. He filled the 

l)osiiiou of quaricrbaek in an able 
manner, and showed the crowd that 
he was as good as, if not better than, 
last year. He also converted two trys, 
one being from a very diffictiiLaQKlc- 
Of (be Jlediclne playera. Madden was 
by far the best, although not quite a-s 
Miisational as in tbe game between 
Arts and Medicine on Wednesday. He, 
nevertlieloss, punted, ran and caught 
in faultless fashion. He also made 
one spectacular run for thirty yards 
through a luciken field at a time when 
the hall wa.^ dangeroiisly close to his 
own line, Chanlel was anolJier player 
dT the drfeatrd team to give a good 
Impression. This nuui stopped a num- 
ber of rushes of the Science combina- 
tion through his excellent tackling 
aiiiliiy. In the early stages of tbe 
game. Cbaniel figured in almost every 
rush, but tired badly towards tlic fiu- 
isb. 

Williscroft is another player who de- 
serves mention for bis flno work 
against tbe Meds. Georgn almo.st al- 
ways oiitklckcd the opposing halves in 
the vaHoiis punting duels, giving his 
team advantages at critical stages. He 
also ran and raught well. Art. Urown, 
nf last year's seniors, put up a fair 
showing, although he twice placed his 
team in dangerous Bltnations by got- 
ling offside.

According to Lemay. who is one of 
the judge.i for the awarding of tbe M's.

terdny. Ilowovtr. before any man can 
be awarded a letter, it is understood 
iluu ho niu.st have figured in at least 
one-half uf the class as well as the 
faculty series. 

The scoring wa.s done ehiefly in Ibc 
tinal ipiartcr. When the (Irst period 
had ende<i, Science had tiillicd five 
points against one for the .Mods. The 
latter failed to add to thedr total bo- 
fore the first half bad finished, while 
their opponents scored eight more. 
The Medi did a little better in tbe 
third quarter, holding their opponeots 
down to five points, while they them- 
selves only scored one, through a 
rouge. It was in the final session that 
Science secured their big total, they 
gaining twelve points while their op- 
ponents were blanked. 

The game Itself was fast at all 
stages, tbough In the early moments 
very Mttle kicking was done. Science 
repejitA-dly marched down tlie field by 
means of stellar work by thown, IIokc- 
txjrough and Woolatt. The .Meds. al- 
ways were forced to work tbe ball 
bark fJirougb punf,s. as their liuc could 
never break through tbe heavy Science 
line.

At a large meeting of the Me4ica1 
Society last night, much imi)ortant 
business was disposed of, and a very 
interesting address wa.s delivered by 
Prof. Cbipman. 

A motion was passed adopting the 
suggestion of tlic Students' Council, 
that the first three >car.i in Medielno 
be ranked as freshmen, sophs and jun- 
iors in all the major athletic clubs, 
and tbe two senior years be ranked as 
seniors. 

Jlr. Stuart, 'IC, was elected to repre- 
sent tbe society at tbe annual event ol 
the Medical Society of the University 
of Toronto. Mr. Coutoure was elected 
to be tbe representative at tbe LAval 
dance to be held at the Bitz next 
Thursday evening. 

The president next intioduced the 
si)eaker of the evening. Prof. Chlpraan 
asked permission to sub.'^Ututo bis re- 
marks on the .Mugce .Maternity Hospi- 
tal of Pittsburg w ith a discussion of a 
recently published document from 
Harvard Lnivosity. which Is a com- 
pendium of the ideu.s of the gradualcB 
of the Harvard .Medical of the po-st ton 
years. This compendium of the exper- 
iences of the ;;i7 men wluj have ob- 
tained medical degrees from Harvard 
in the past ten years proved uiost in- 
teresting. These men gave their uu- 
Wased opinions regarding their suc- 
cess In life, their liking and general 
aptitude for their chosen profession as 
well as Ibe weaknesses of'the cumcw- 
lum of their Abna Mater. A great 
many expressed tbe belief that Har- 
vard is lacking in its teaching of ther- 
apeutic.'. 

The speaker then asked if any one 
would volunteer to answer the "ques- 
tion why he chose the medical profes- 
sion for his life-work. He emphasized 
the inipoitance of a man exercising 
extreme common se\.se and good Judg- 
ment inder.lding upon his college 
course. He declared It was a veritable 
tragedy for a man to make a hai>liaz- 
ard and wrong choice. Prof, t hipman 
said he liked the practice of medicine 
better than other work, and that lie 
thought this attitude was absolutely 
necessary for a man's success in any 
calling. 

in closing, the speaker said there 
was a great demand for public health 

officials and specialists In preventive 
niMlirinc. He spoke of the serious- 
ness of ilie medical profession since 
it dniit with the actual realities of 
ibinK.s. and understood what life and 
•deatb meant, and that the |)rartlse of 
medicine was as great as life itaelf.

How a German spy disguised in a 
dogskin tricked the Drilish until 
a suspicious Cameron Highlander 
brought his down with a bullet was 
related to the McQiU Daily yesterday 
by Pte. Walter Patrick, McO. '12, Prin- i 
cess Patricias Canadian Light Infan- \ 
try. who has been invalidi d home 
from the front, the first member of 1 
the tniversitles' Companies to return 
to Canada. 

It all happened while the Pats were 
occupying tbe first line trenches, near 
Ploegstret. On two consecutive morn- 
ings a man in the fJamerons. who arc 
brigaded with the I'nnccss I'atrlcia's, 
noticed a large dog leaving a vacant 
bouse in tbe neutral ground between 
tbe trenches. Dogs belonging to both 
Germans and Allies are allowed to run 
loose without being harmed, but the 
fact that this dog was so regular in bis 
movements led the Cameron to sus- 
pect that the dog "as carrying mes- 
sages for the (iermaiis. He determin- 
ed, therefore. Iliai if ilie same tliliii- 
baiiprncd ibc following morning, be 
wo\ild shoot tbe àni;. It did happen 
and ibe "dog" was sliui. When the 
nuin went out the same niglit to find 
out about bis prize, be discovered that 
the "dog" was a small-sized German 
who bad been using tbe deserted bouse 
as headquarters for securing informa- 
tion regarding the Oritish trenches 
and the movements of the troops. 

Was Iluriril in Unu'oiil. 

Pte. Patrick is invalided home 
througli in,iui ie.s wli.i li lie reei ivrd 
when he was liuiied 10 Ihe neik iti 
sandbags and debris when his dugout 
was shattered by a German whiz-bang. 
He was buried in this manner for half 
an hour before be could be released 
by his comrades and was then found 
to have a flat lung, and a wrenched 
knee due to bis exertions to free him- 
seif, and to the pressure of the sand- 
bags. He has been given three months 
leave, and is fast recovering. 

Pte. Patrick, wiio.se home is ai L'l' 
Hawthorne avenue, Oitawa, was ibi 
first man to (iilist In (he Seeond l iii- 
versities Company niiiler l.ic iil. (leoi ge 
Currlc. Previously cmidoyed for two 
years in the Ordnance Department at 
Ottawa, be tried to Join the First Uni- 
versities Company, but was Just too 
late to be accepted. Shortly after the 
Second Company crossed to Sborn- 
cliffe, the First Company on- being I 
ready to proceed to the front, found 
itself four men sh»irt in strength, ow- 
ing to the fact thai Ibis numbi r of 
men were in ho.*pilal, Capi. Ua relay, 
O.C. First Company, therelVne, callnl 
for volunteers from the Sei-oiid C.ini- 
pany and Pte. Patrick was om of 
those accepted, the others being Pte.'i. 
Cowan, Striker and .Noons, all of 
Montreal. 

The First Company landed at Itouen 
and thence marched four miles uphill 
to Broycre Camp, where Ibcy stayed 
for four days under canvas. At the' 
end of that period they marched back I 
to Rouen, and from there were taken 
by train to Lc Trrport, Ibenro to 
Armentierea. The Company first oc- 
cupied trench 21. at the cornei- of 
Champagne road and Church road. 
This locality was known as "The 
Devil's (/orner, " because of the dan- 
ger to which men wi're exposed to the 
fire of snipers. Any man pa.^sing In 
front of a nearby church bad always 
to be on the lookout as he made a 
splendid mark for the snipers. 

The Deaf h of I'tc. Lester. | 

They were In these reserve trenches 
for two weeks, two days in and four^ 
days out. It was during this lime that 
Pte. William U. I..<Rter. S. i. 'is, was 
killed while making baibid wire en- 
tanglements two or three miles behind 
the firing line. He was struck in tbe I 
neck by a stray bullet and was bur-| 
led in a cemetery about half a mile 
to the rear. The King's Royal Rifles 
acted as relieving battalion to fbej 
P.P.C.L.I. at this time, the latter being 
brigaded with the K.R.U., the Rifle 
IJrigadn and the Camerons. 

The following week, the Pals went 
into tlie first line tienches relieving 
the King's Itoyal Itifles. They spent 
two days in and two days out at tliis 
time, as the K.It.R. liad been granted 
leave, and three battajions were left 
to carry out the work previously done 
by four. It yas at four o'clock one 
rooming, when the Universities Com- 
pany withstood their first attack. "We \ 
were all In our dugouts smoking and 
playing cards," says Pte. Patrick.! 
"when the Germans tried to advance." 1 
Tbe sentry called stand-to and we 
gave them fifteen rounds of rspid fin 
when they retired after suffering 
hciivy lossf s " I'le. I'iitriek ascribed 
tlie failure of this altad; to tbe wild- 
ness of itie (dvning fire nl tbe Cer- 
man artillery and to tbe fact (liat the 
Pats were as well r't i pared as the\ 
could poRHibly he. Afti r ril)out twn 
'or three hours, the German aiilll(r> 
got tbe right range and began plant- 
ing whiz-bangs about five or stv yards 
ahead of the Pats trenches. Oiie of 
these blew in the side of the trench 
which Pte. Patrick and three com- 
-^^Ooatinued on page ZU

«IXSIUE THE LI^'ES." 



How strange it is ttiat we, as students, allow so many woi'thy< 
institutions bearing our name to go merrily ahead without en- 
quirini; into their welfare or volunteering our services in their 
maintenance. An example of this comes to light in the iorm of 
th« University Settlement of Montreal, an organization which 
carries on in u quiet way the most praiseworthy work, yet with 
scarcely any attention from tlic student body. 

What is being accomplished by tlie University Settlement 
in its various activities is put in convenient foi'm in the annual 
report which has just been circulated. The variety of the dif- 
ferent directions in which those in charge of the Settlement and 
thôse assisting in it, turn their efforts is to persons on the out- 
side simply amazing, A Milk Station, a Kindergarten, a Library, 
Classes for Boys and Girls, a Dramatic League, a Troop of Boy 
Scouts, a Mothers' Club, a Men's Club, and a Summer Camp for 
Children and their Mothers, all these are maintained through 
the Settlement, which in its different branches of work seeks 
, to meet the needs of the neighborhood at every stage from in- 
fancy upwards. 

Of all these activities, perhaps the most important is the 
Milk Station through which we are told 22.000 quarts of milk 
were last year dispensed. Under competent supervision, the 
handling of milk and the preparation of formulae are carried out 
with scrupulous care. The Utility of the Milk Station is seen 
in. the statement that there are 170 babies on the register, about 
Sj seventy-five of whom were cared for daily. Aljout 4,500 special 
1^ formulae were prepared during the ycir, there were 1,500 medi- 
^"<:a1 consultations and about 2,000 visits to homes paid by the 
. nurse-in-charge. In addition to this, the Milk Station is' becom- 
ing a valuable educational centre through its clinics and its classes 
for the instruction of mothers. 

The Kindergarten has an average attendance of twenty-one, 
its daily routine being in fine weather varied by walks and ex- 
cursions. The Library is efficiently organized and offers in 
addition to the regular service, a series of evening Librai-y ses- 
sions, which are found by the children to be of great benefit. Of 
Girls* and Boys' Clubs there are now twenty in existence, each 
self-governing, and with an average membership of fourteen. The 
Dramatic League has already obtained considerable success in 
the operettas and playlets which have been produced. 

The Mothers' Club holds weekly meetings, which are social 
in character, but whose aim is also educational and useful. This 
is seen in the effort which members of the club have made to- 
ward the Improvement of the health and cleanliness of the neigh- 
bourhood. 

The addition to the funds of the Settlement of the proceeds 
from the Senior Play and Partials Play last session is much ap- 
preciated. 

"The evidence of interest in Settlement affairs which the 
«bove named student efforts show, gives us the best of reasons 
to feel that the name 'The University Settlement' is not an empty 
one. It is hoped that many generations of students may carry on 
the tradition so well established, but also the stronger hope exists 
that the students may not be alone in their generosity. There is 
. a place in the Settlement for all kinds of interest— that of the 
young and that of the experienced."

An Ottava r«t>ort says; 

Prtvate Scott jumped right into bi* 
»tory with the breezlneas of a soidier. 
He stated that he wouM tell tliem of 
the life of Canadians in tie trenches. 
His father, he said, was at the front 
and be had two tuothers godng. 

"I went u a private," h« said. " If 
you take a tip from me— don't go to 
this work as a general." He advocat- 
ed Instead, that p^ums gel toRether 
and go a.s privates. He Uien destiribcd 
trench life, and aUted that It was a 
queer sort of life wlili montony the 
predominant feature of It, save when 
bit>ken bv attaclis from the enemy. A 
brief description of the trenohes was 
here given, and from that the speaker 
gave an idea of bow the men were fe«r. 
He stated that they were all well 
equipped as to rations. Good breed, 
butter. Jam, cheese, lots of bully beef, 
or corned beef as it la known here, 
and lote of hard tack biscuits. Ho 
stated how these latter made excellent 
fuel for flie when they needed them. 

Tea in the Trvnebes. 

"A soldier in the trenches Is always 
making tea when he has nothing else 
to do. ' be continued. "The tea comes 
in bags with the sugar mixed in it. If 
you Uke lots of sugar, yon dig down 
to the bottom of the sack, as the sugar 
sifts down to the bottom." 

He described the \uriou3 methods 
used by the boys in making tea, de- 
scriptions of which caused many a 
smile. 

"At night." he continued, "jou go 
and do choi-es when the Huns cannot 
see you. Get wood, water or auyLhlng 
else that you have to do. There aic 
listening parlies to try ;iiid find oii

"I heard of a young curate who 
t:ame to Valcartier to be a chaplain in 
the army. His name was Dey. There 
was no vacancy, so he signed up as a 
private. He was In the bayonet charges, 
and every time he v,-ould strike a Hun 
he would give a frightful yell and 
shout, 'For God and Frcdeom.' This Is 
not a newspaper story, but a true one. 

Tbey TXeyn Complain. 

" In the hospitals I never found any 
3f the wounded complaining about 
their lot, no matter how hard it was. 
For example, where a man lost the 
sight of botb eyes, and anotber wbo 
had lost the sight of one eye and cout« 
Just tell ligbt from darkness with the 
other. "The only man I heard com- 
plaining was one who had been struck 
In the band. Yet these were all men 
such ss I see before me. cltisens who 
have enlisted .slnep the war began. 

"Why are the=e Cnn.idlans out 
there ? Hecaiisc they are defending 
you and yours." He hnre narrated an 
ineidenf nf the front ; how they hart 
found the bodies of an old man and 
woman floatin; in the cellar of their 
own home. 

"Why was this?" he said. "Because 
their men of military age were' not 
able to defend them." He said that 
those who were enlisting now were not 
enlisting for the love of fighting. 

"Those who are in it for the love of 
fighting are already there," he said. 
He claimed that the war was not over 
yet, and that If Oermany should wla 
then the prize she would seek most 
would be Canada. Germany did not 
wish to colonize Europe, be claimed— 
It was alrrady thickly jtopulated. 

"No; it was Canada she wanted. 
Some think tbe Atlantie Oeran Is « 
barrier. It Is not : it is a pathway for 
the enemy. 

All Doing Tbeir Dulr. 

"Î am frequently asked since T came 
baek whether the people of England 
arc doing their duty. To that I most 
decidedly say ye.s. I say it as a Cana- 
dlan who was never In England before 
this war started, and as a man who 
has two lirotliers preparing t« go to 
the front. T would not let Uiern go If 
I did not know that the people of the 
British Islee are doing their duly." He 
stated that he had been sronnd Eng- 
land considerably after he was wound- 
ed, and that he could say without besi- 
taUon that all classes were doing tbeir 
•lutre. Tbey wei-e enUaMac out of pro- 
portion to the perosatage enlisting 
from Canada." 

"There is notJilnc to the strikes," he 
continued. "I waa amongat the labor- 
ing classes, and they are doing their 
part as well as any one. They tell me 
that tbe reason tlicy strmli v. a., be- 
cause their employers were making 
large profit.-; out uf war eontract-s." 
He told briefly bow rrpiments had 
been raised and rf.-:rrvp .after reserve 
regiments formed, and htated that one 
bat^tallon had 5,000 men in it since tbe 
war began.

Tbe attendance was very good, and it 
was evident that the lecture was much 
appreciated by those present. 

This particular lecture dealt with 
the immigrant In the elty. He began 
by giving a brief description of the 
modern city. The modern city was 
eNseutlally different from the old, in 
that the ancient cities were built for 
purposes of defence, while the modern 
were built for industrial purposes. In 
our Canadian cities there was a tend- 
ency tor classes to become segregated, 
there were really several cities in one. 
Also our Canadian cities were ex- 
tremely young and many citizens had 
not yet learned how to live in the city 
this explained the prevalence of dis- 
ease and many other city evils. Im- 
migration ha<l complicated this by 
rapidly Increasing (he population who 
were ignorant ot health rules. 

Homo statistics were now given by 
Mr. Woodsworth. He showed a chart 
of the different nationalities which 
were found in tbe foreign section of 
Winnipeg. His investigations showed 
that many men came from tbe farms 



crs. Houses had been found where as 
many as ten people lived in one room, 
with sanitary conveniences worse 
than those which we read of in the 
middle ages. Some of those houses 
had yords full of filth. In which were 
kept fowl and dogs, which had the 
privilege of strolling into the house 
when they pleased. 

In Port William, Edmonton, and 
Vancouver, conditions were found 
e(|Uiilly bad, « bile niiiny ( l.ilnicd tluTt 
Mcuitroal v.as llic worsl. .\s no dis- 
tinct survey had ever been made in 
Montreal this could not be proved, 
however. 

With regard to recreation for tho 
poor. Canadian cities were much he- 
hind European. In Europe could be 
found music balls where tbe best 
music could be beard at a nominal 
price. Here the recreation places open 
to tbe poor were mostly dance hall.', 
hotels and poolrooms, largely patron- 
ized by immigrants. He had himself 
visited some of those and found them 
far from hl^h (l;iss. 

He now d(:-icriboil the i-rliginu:! dif- 
ficulties these immigrants met wiili. 
They were mostly lioman Catholir. 
.lewlsh and Greek Orl boilox, and our 
Protestant missions weie entirely un- 
Biilted to work umoui; ibem. They 
were apt to suspect our missions 
merely of trying to gei converts. The 
social setllemenf was the best mission 
as it did not destroy these immigrant's 
originality in reli::ion. Uut there were 
many dlfficuliirs. the worst of which 
was the Inngtuipe problem
